• A camera case will protect the camera when it is being transported. It is 
highly recommended that you use a case to carry the camera. 

• Be careful with the strap when you carry the camera, as it can easily catch 
on stray objects, causing serious damage. 

• Attach the strap correctly as shown so that the camera does not fall off. If 
the strap is attached incorrectly and the camera falls off, Olympus is not 
responsible for any damages. 






Loading the batteries 



This camera uses 4 AA (R6) alkaline batteries, 2 CR-V3 (Olympus LB-01) 
lithium battery packs or 4 AA (R6) NiMH, NiCd or lithium batteries. 

/ Important: 

• CR-V3 lithium battery packs cannot be charged. 

• Do not peel the label on a CR-V3 lithium battery pack. If an insulating sheet yi 
covers the terminals, peel it off ONLY from the terminals.

• After taking a picture or when turning on the power with batteries that 
are running low, the camera may emit several short beeps and the 
number of storable pictures will blink. If this happens, the picture just 
taken will not turn out properly. Replace the batteries and take the 
picture again. 

/Note: 

• If the terminals inside the battery compartment are dirty, it will noticeably 
shorten the life of the batteries. Do not touch the inside of the battery 
compartment. 

• If the camera is left for 1 hour with the batteries removed, all the internal 
settings will revert to the default settings. 




Loading the batteries (Cont.) 



/Note: 

• The lives of alkaline batteries may vary according to the type of battery, 
manufacturer, camera shooting conditions, etc. 

• When connecting the camera to a PC, it is recommended that you use 
the optional AC adapter. (P. 186) 

• Power is consumed continuously during the conditions described 
below. This could reduce the number of pictures that can be taken. 

• When the monitor is turned on. 

• Repeated auto-focus by depressing the shutter button halfway. 

• Repeated power zoom adjustments. 

• When the Fulltime AF mode is turned on. 

• When the monitor is in the playback mode for an extended period of 
time. 

• When communicating with a PC.

This camera uses SmartMedia removable memory cards to record pictures. 
This reference manual uses the term "card" when referring to SmartMedia. 



What is SmartMedia? 

Images recorded and stored on SmartMedia can easily be deleted, 
overwritten, and/or edited on a PC. 



Compatible SmartMedia cards 

• 16 MB SmartMedia card (provided with the camera) 

• Optional Olympus CAMEDIA-brand cards (4 MB - 128 MB; all cards except 
2 MB) 

• Commercially-available 3 V (3.3 V) cards (4 MB - 128 MB; all cards except 
2 MB) 

/Note: 

• 2 MB cards cannot be used. 

• This camera may not recognize a non-Olympus card (such as a 3 V (3.3 V)) 
or a card that was formatted in another device (such as a PC, etc.). Before 
use, be sure to format the card in this camera (P. 31 , 143). 

• 5 V cards are available, but they cannot be used with this camera.

• Put the card into its anti-electrostatic case for storage or transportation. 

• Do not bend, drop, or apply any physical shock to the card. 

• Read the provided SmartMedia instruction manual carefully. 

• Do not touch the contact area of the card.

• When there is insufficient space remaining on the card, the camera beeps 
and CARD FULL appears on the monitor. If this happens, replace the card 
with a new/storable card or erase unwanted pictures on the existing card to 
make space. 

• The number of storable pictures may not be reduced every time a picture is 
taken, or increased when a picture is erased. The amount of data varies 
depending on the subject of the picture.

You can shoot 
clear pictures by simply selecting the desired mode. 

IS Portrait mode 

Suitable to shoot portraits. It effectively makes a person stand out by focusing only 
on a person and keeping a background out of focus. 

S Sports mode 

Suitable to shoot moving subjects such as athletes' quick movements and moving 
cars. As it captures subjects in motion as if they stand still, it assures you to seize a 
passing shooting opportunity such as momentary change in facial expression. 

E9 Landscape mode 

Suitable to shoot persons against a background. This mode allows you to keep both 
the persons at close range and the distant landscape in focus, providing you with 
the appropriate camera condition for taking souvenir pictures at a sightseeing spot. 

S3 Night-scene mode 

Suitable to shoot night-scenes. This mode automatically sets the camera settings, 
so that they best fit the night-scene shooting and allows you to get clear pictures of 
night scenes that cannot be obtained by normal shooting, where shooting a night 
scene full of shiny street lights result in a picture that has only lucent dots scattered 
on a black background. We recommend the use of a tripod when you shoot a night 
scene.

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Select a flash mode appropriate to the lighting conditions and the effect you 
want to achieve. You can also adjust the amount of light emitted using the 
flash intensity control (P. 94). 

The flash modes are as follows: 



Auto-flash 



Automatically fires in low-light and backlight conditions. 



Red-eye reduction flash 



This mode significantly reduces 
the phenomenon of "red-eye" 
by emitting about 10 pre- 
flashes before firing the regular 
flash. This mode works the 
same as the auto-flash except 
for the pre-flashes.

/Note: 

• After the pre-flash, it takes about 1 second before the shutter is released, 
so do not move the camera and hold it firmly. 

• Effectiveness may be limited if the subject is not looking directly at the 
preflashes, or if the shooting range is too far. Individual physical 
characteristics may also limit effectiveness. 



Fill-in flash 



The flash fires regardless of 
available light. This mode is 
useful for eliminating shadows on 
the subject's face or for correcting 
the color shift produced by 
artificial lighting (especially when 
shooting pictures against the sun 
or under the fluorescent light).

• Fill-in flash may not have the desired effect under excessively bright light.

The flash does not fire even in low-light conditions. Use this mode in 
situations where flash photography is not desired or is prohibited, or when Q 
you want to shoot a natural-looking twilight or night scene.

• Since a slow shutter speed is automatically selected in low-light situations 
when in the flash off mode, the use of a tripod is recommended to prevent 
your pictures from being blurred by camera movement.

The Slow Synchronization flash is designed for slow shutter speeds. 
Normally, when shooting with a flash, shutter speeds cannot go below a 
certain level to prevent camera movement. But when shooting a night scene 
background, fast shutter speeds can make the background too dark. Slow 
Synchronization flash allows both a slow shutter speed for the background 
and a flash for the subject. 





■ % SLOW1 : 

1st curtain (front curtain) 

Usually, regardless of the shutter speed, the flash fires right after the shutter 
fully opens. This is called 1st curtain. Unless you change it, this is how the 
flash always fires.

2nd curtain (rear curtain) 

In contrast to 1st curtain, 2nd curtain fires the flash just before the shutter 
closes. Changing the flash timing can create interesting effects in your 
picture, such as expressing the movement of a car by showing the taillights 
streaming backwards. The slower the shutter speed, the better the effects 
turn out.

• Resolution 

Resolution is the number of pixels (vertical x horizontal) used when 
saving an image. If the image will be printed, higher resolutions (larger 
numbers) are recommended so that the image will be clearer. However, 
higher resolutions make the file size (amount of data) larger, so the 
number of pictures that can be saved to a SmartMedia card will be fewer. 

• Resolution and picture size on a computer screen 

When a picture is transferred to a computer, the size of the picture on the 
computer screen varies depending on the computer's monitor setting. 
For instance, a picture taken in 640x480 resolution is the same size as 
the screen if you set the picture to 1x when the monitor setting is 
640x480. However, if the monitor setting is over 640x480 (such as 
1024x768), the picture only takes up part of the screen. 

• Compression rate 

In record modes other than TIFF, image data is compressed. The higher 
the compression rate, the less clear the image. 

• File format 

This camera saves images with either TIFF or JPEG formats (Quick Time 
Motion JPG format for movie recording). In record modes other than 
TIFF, images are compressed in the JPEG format. The compression rate 
also varies in each mode (TIFF = high quality/large file size, JPEG = 
standard or low quality/small file size).

• SmartMedia memory capacities listed in the table are approximate. 

• The number of storable images differs depending on the Record mode, the 
card's memory size or the Preset print. 




ISO Sensitivity 



The higher the ISO value, the greater the camera's light sensitivity and the 
better its ability to shoot in low-light conditions.

Exposure Compensation 



This function allows you to make minute changes to the present exposure 
setting. In some situations, you may get better results when the exposure that 
the camera sets is compensated (adjusted) manually. You can adjust 
between +/-2.0 in 1/3 steps.

White Balance 



Color reproduction differs depending on the lighting conditions. For instance, 
when daylight, the setting sun, or indoor lighting are reflected on white paper, 
the shade of white produced will be slightly different for each. By setting the 
WB (white balance), you can achieve more natural-looking color.

Noise Reduction

Noise reduction can only be used when the shutter speed is set slower than 
1/2 sec.

How to print pictures 



When you want to print out pictures that you have taken with this camera and 
t stored on a card, perform Print Reserve (P. 164-166). Print Reserve allows 

£ you to save printing data (number of prints, date printed on pictures, etc.) with 
J the pictures stored on the card.

■ Printing at a photo lab that supports DPOF or printing on a DPOF 
compatible printer 

•What is DPOF? 

DPOF is short for Digital Print Order Format. DPOF is a format used to 
record automatic print information from cameras. By specifying which 
images are to be printed, the images can be printed easily by DPOF- 
compatible printing service labs or a personal DPOF-compatible printer. 

■ Printing on an Olympus CAMEDIA P-400, P-200 or P-330N(E) digital 
printer 

If you insert a card with Print Reserve data into the printer, printing is 
possible without using a computer. For more details, refer to the printer's 
instructions. 

■ Transferring pictures to a computer (P. 172-184) and printing them 
from a printer connected to the computer 

Refer to the application software's instructions. 

( (0 tips) v 

• Picture size and printing 

The resolution of a computer/printer is generally based on the number of 
dots (pixels) per square inch. This is called "dpi" (dots per inch). The 
higher the dpi value, the higher the resolution, and the better the printed 
results. Keep in mind, however, that the dpi of the picture you want to 
print does not change to match the printer resolution. This means that 
when you print an image with a lower resolution than the printer, the size 
of the printed picture will be smaller. Although you can print magnified 
images, picture quality will decrease. If you want to be able to print large, 
high-quality pictures, set the picture size in the camera as high as 
possible (higher record mode) (P. 114). 




How to print pictures (Cont.) 
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/Note: 

• Images taken with this camera can also be printed using a printer or at a 
photo lab that supports the Design rule for Camera File system/DCF. DPOF 
reservations set by another device cannot be changed by this camera. g 
Make changes using the original device. If a card contains DPOF 
reservations set by another device, entering reservations using this camera 
may overwrite the previous reservations. 

• Even if an image appears with the message "PICTURE ERROR", Print 
reserve may be performed on it. In such a case, the print reserve icon (£b ) 
does not appear where an image is displayed for full view. Since A appears 
where multiple images are displayed (index-display mode), it is possible to 
confirm the print reserve status. 

• This camera cannot be directly connected to printers such as the Olympus 
P-300 digital printer. 

• Not all functions may be available on all printers or at all photo labs. 

• If you are printing using the P-330N(E) , only the first 999 images can be 
printed. 

• Print reserve may take considerable time in some cases. 

• Print reserve cannot be done when using a card with a write-protect seal.

• When connecting the camera to a computer, make sure that the remaining g 
battery power is sufficient. When connected (transmitting) to a computer, X 
the camera does not enter the Sleep (power save) mode nor will the H 
camera's power turn off automatically. If the battery power runs out while 

the computer is reading data from the card loaded in the camera, the 
camera stops operating and downloaded image data (file) will be lost. Use 
the AC adapter (optional) when downloading files. 

• Make sure that the camera's power is off before connecting the AC adapter. 

• Before removing the AC adapter, disconnect the camera from the computer, 
and make sure that the camera's power is off. 

• To avoid computer malfunctions, do not turn off the camera or switch the 
camera's mode dial position when the camera is connected to a personal 
computer. 

• If the camera is connected to the personal computer via a USB hub, 
operation may not be stable if there are any compatibility problems between 
the personal computer and the hub. If this is the case, do not use a hub and 
connect the camera directly to the personal computer. 

• To play back movies, the personal computer should have QuickTime 
installed on it. 



Checking your system 



Before connecting the camera to your computer, take a few minutes to check 
some important information about your computer operating system. The first 
time you start up your computer with the camera connected, the computer 
may behave differently depending on what operating system you are using. 



Double-click the My Computer icon on the desktop. 

• Visually check the number and type of drive icons 
displayed in the My Computer window. If you have 
just connected the camera, you should see an icon 
for the camera labeled as a Removable Disk.

Glossary of terms 



A (Aperture Priority) Mode 

You set the aperture yourself and 
the camera automatically varies 
the shutter speed so that the 
picture is taken with the best 
exposure. 

AE (Automatic Exposure) 

The camera's built-in exposure 
meter automatically sets the 
exposure. The 3 AE modes 
available on this camera are P 
mode, in which the camera selects 
both the aperture and shutter 
speed; A mode, in which the user 
selects the aperture and the 
camera sets the shutter speed; 
and S mode, in which the user 
selects the shutter speed and the 
camera sets the aperture. In M 
mode, the user selects both the 
aperture and the shutter speed. 

Aperture 

This adjusts the amount of light 
that passes through the lens. 
Lower values allow more light to 
pass, while higher values reduce 
the amount of light. When you set 
the lowest aperture value for a 
lens, the aperture is at its widest. 
Conversely, the highest aperture 
value gives the narrowest 
aperture. 

I Backlight 
A light source in the Monitor that 
lets it be seen more easily by 
lighting from behind. 



CCD (Charge-coupled Device) 

This converts light passing through 
the lens into electrical signals. On 
this camera, light is picked up at 
3.34 million points and converted 
into RGB signals to build a single 
image. 

Contrast Detection Method 

This is used to measure the 
distance to the subject. The 
camera determines if the image is 
focused on by the level of contrast 
in the subject. 

Conventional Photograph 

This refers to recording images 
using silver halide (the method for 
recording images in conventional, 
non-digital photography.) This 
system is in contrast to still video 
and digital photography. 

DCF (Design rule for Camera 
File system) 

A standard for image files by the 
Japan Electronics and Information 
Technology Industries Association 
(JEITA). 

Digital ESP (Electro-Selective 
Pattern) light metering 

This determines the exposure by 
metering and calculating the light 
levels in the center and other 
areas of the image separately. 
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DPOF (Digital Print Order 
Format) 

This is for saving desired print 
settings on digital cameras. By 
entering which images to print and 
the number of copies of each, the 
user can automatically have the 
desired images printed by a printer 
or print lab that supports the DPOF 
format. 

Eclipsing (Vignetting) 

This refers to when an object 
obscures part of the field of view 
so that the whole subject is not 
photographed. Vignetting also 
refers to when the image seen 
through the viewfinder does not 
exactly match the image shot 
through the objective lens, so the 
photographed image includes 
objects not seen through the 
viewfinder. In addition, vignetting 
can occur when an incorrect lens 
hood is used, causing shadowing 
to appear in the corners of the 
image. 

EV (Exposure Value) 

A system for measuring exposure. 
EVO is when the aperture is at F1 
and the shutter speed is 1 second. 
The EV then increases by 1 each 
time the aperture increases by one 
F stop or the shutter speed 
increases by one increment. EV 
can also be used to indicate 
brightness and ISO settings. 



Exposure 

The amount of light used to 
capture an image. The exposure is 
determined by the time the shutter 
is open (shutter speed) and the 
amount of light that passes 
through the lens (aperture). 

ISO 

A method for indicating film speed 
by the International Organization 
for Standardization (ISO) (e.g. 
"ISO100"). Higher ISO values 
indicate greater sensitivity to light, 
so images can be exposed even in 
low-light conditions. 

JPEG (Joint Photographic 
Experts Group) 

A compression format for color still 
images. Photographs (images) 
shot using this camera are 
recorded onto the SmartMedia 
card in JPEG format when the 
Record mode is set to SHQ, HQ or 
SQ. By downloading these images 
to a personal computer, users can 
edit them using graphics 
application software or view the 
images using an Internet web 
browser. 
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IM (Manual) Mode 
The user sets both the aperture 
and shutter speed. 

My (Image) Mode 

This mode allows you to register 
your original shooting mode where 
you can use variable menu 
functions set according to your 
preference. 

P (Program) Mode 

Also called Program AE mode. The 
camera automatically sets the best 
shutter speed and aperture for the 
shot. 

Pixels 

A pixel is the smallest unit (dot) 
used to make up an image. Clear 
large-sized printed images require 
a large number of pixels. 

S (Shutter Priority) Mode 

Also called Shutter Priority AE 
mode. The user selects the shutter 
speed and the camera 
automatically varies the aperture 
so that the picture is taken with the 
best exposure. 



S-Prg (Scene Program) Mode 

An extension of the Program AE 
mode. The S-Prg mode allows you 
to get clear pictures easily 
regardless of the shooting 
condition by simply selecting an 
appropriate shooting mode from 
the five preset shooting modes 
O Portrait, §) Sports, S 
Landscape, S3 Night-scene and 
\M Movie modes). 

TFT (Thin-Film Transistor) Color 
Monitor 

A color Monitor constructed using 
thin-film technology. 

TIFF (Tagged Image File Format) 

An uncompressed format used for 
saving highly-detailed black & 
white or color image data. TIFF 
image files can be handled by 
software programs for scanners 
and graphics applications. 

TTL (Through-The-Lens) System 

To help adjust exposure, a light 
receptor built into the camera 
directly measures the light passing 
through the lens.
